and fascists are for their beliefs." 
This, Dr. Jones says, is to be 
Methodism's response to the de- 
mand for something to take the 
place of "a shattered, crackling 
social order 
throughout t h e 


world." 


"An attempt is going to be 


made in America to ally big busi- 
ness, fascism and the Christian 
church against communism," Dr. 
Jones said, "If we accept this we 
are doomed. God alone is absolute. 
Where the state demands final 
obedience, that is pure and simple 
idolatry. I hope American knees 
will never bow to a fascist state." 


It was because the old orthodox 


church in Russia did not try to 
meet the needs of its day that 
communism grew and became anti- 
religious, Dr. Jones declared. He 
warned that a like fate might 
overtake American Christianity if 
it failed meet social needs of 
today. 


"Religion is at the judgment 


bar throughout the world," said 
Dr. Jones. "Our desperately sick 
world can no longer be aroused 
by the old shibboleths. The ques- 
tion really is whether religion is 
to go on and assume authority in 
and over the lives of men, or 
whether it is to be put aside as 
something not worth while. Much 
of the thinking, planning and out- 
look of our church has been nar- 
row-gauged, when the whole situa- 
tion is set in the framework of 
university. 


"The church is before the Judge- 


ment bar in India. 
The 'out- 


castes', sixty millions of them, are 
revolting from Hinduism and seek- 
ing a new spiritual home. 
They 


are revolting because Hinduism 
offers no brotherhood. They are 
looking at the various faiths to 
find the one that offers the best 
way out of their 
degradation. 


They are wanting something that 
can change their total life."

The idea is 
apparently based upon the fact 
that milk is curdled by the acid 
in these fruits.

less, because the acid fruits, by 
their curdling action on milk, are 
aids to digestion and should be 
welcomed rather 
than 
spurned. 


He said acid milk is recommend- 
ed for infants. 


Sipping 
milk 
slowly 
forms 


large curds in the stomach, which, 
makes it harder to digest than 
milk which is drunk 
naturally 


and liberally. 


Milk is not 
fattening 
and is 


beneficial to stout persons as well 
as thin. He said that milk ia a 
food and not a beverage, there- 
fore stout persons should use it 
as a food to replace other food 
rather than as a beverage. 


"Another superstition is 
the 


idea that milk 
te 
constipating. 


This notion is based simply on 
the fact that the solid matter In 
milk it largely absorbed by the 
body during digestion. For nor- 
mal individuals, milk should be 
uwed as part of a balanced diet 
containing foods 
which possess 


roughage."'

A Passion for Souls 


There must first be a passion 


It was this that kept 
Jesus from detouring around Sa- 
maria as others of his people did 
in going from Judaea to Samaria: 
"He must needs pass through Sa- 
marta>^>Again we must be willing 
to have our own plans disturbed 
as Jesus was willing that his rest 
be disturbed that noon as he "be- 
ing wearied with his journey sat 
thus (as he was) at the well.;" 


Tacttolnees of Approach 


We must learn to approach the 


subject of sin and salvation with 
the utmost tactfulness, as Jesus 
did when he asked the woman for 
a drink of water, that he might 
reveal himself to her as the source 
of the water of life: "If 
thou 


knewest the gift of God, and who 
it is that saith to thee, Give me to 
drink; thou wouldst have asked of 
him and he would have given thee 
living water." And how tactfully 
Jesus approached the subject of 
this woman's sin: "Go, call thy 
husband and come hither." And 
when she said she had none to call, 
Jesus referred to the man with 
whom she was living in sin, and 
brought from her a full confession, 
doubtless attended with all the evi- 
dence of genuine repentance. Thus 
was half her conversion effected in 
making her see herself as a sin- 
ner in need of salvation. 


Avoid Religious Argument 


The 
woman 
tried 
to 
divert 


Christ from his course by raising 
an argument over the 
relative 


merits of her people's religion and 
his, but he held to the main issue: 
"God is a Spirit, and they 
that 


worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth," regardless of 
where they worship. And when 
the woman spoke of the cominp 
Messiah, that is called Christ, he 
was quick to reveal himself to her 
as the fulfillment of this hope of 
his people and hers: "I that speak 
unto thee am he."

Different Varieties of Winter Coughs and Colds 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


HORACE DOBELL, who invent- 


ed the Dobell's solution that a 
great many of us still use as a 
gargle or a nasal spray, wrote a 


book on "Win- 
ter Cough". 
A11 h ough it 
a p p e a red in 
1866, it is still 
up to date in 
most aspects 
of its subject. 
He particular- 
ly emphasized 
the 
different 


varieties of 
the "Common 
Cold," as it is 
called n o w a- 
days, showing 
that il 
isn>t 


common in the 


sense that everybody who says, "I 
have a cold," has the same thing. 


It is probable that no one has 


more than two real colds a year, 
mostly not more than one a winter. 
The infectious nature of colds is so 
well established, that we must be- 
lieve some immunity is established 
in the process of getting well. This 
immunity does not run out for 
about sixteen weeks, which pro- 
tects for one winter season. If the 
first cold of the season comes early 
in the fall, there may be a period 
in late winter or early spring when 
the defenses are down and the body 
Is vulnerable to another attack. 


In analyzing a series of cases of 


people who say they have "a cold", 
only a relative number actually 
have the real thing. It is proba- 
bly in the majority, if we were able 
to take a large enough series, but 
since most of the victims of the 
true common cold do not seek med- 
ical advice in the consulting room 
or clinic, they are decidedly in the 
minority.

The true cold attacks young, vig- 


orous people. On the first day, it 
begins with a rawness in the throat 
and fullness of the nose, little dis- 
charge, and a decided sense of chil-

Sequelae, in spite of 
the warnings about how a cold is a 
wicked fairy who goes through the 
keyhole and opens up the door of 
the castle to the giant, are so in- 
frequent as to be non^astcnt: a 
true cold does not run into pneu- 
monia, nor cause chronic sinus dis- 
ease, nor infect the middle ear. 


Here is where the true cold dif- 


fers from those other imitators 
which are 
so frequently called 


colds. "I have a cold all winter, 
every winter." When you hear 
that you can be pretty certain that 
is not a true cold. Chronic infec- 
tions of the nose and/or the sinus- 
es, with chronic thickening of the 
nasal mucous membrane. Chronic 
weakness of the lungs with bron- 
chitis, and foci of infection in the 
bronchial ends, IOF.S of elasticity of 
the lung tissue and asthma--these 
are the conditions which Horace 
Dobell found to constitute most of 
his patients with "winter cough". 


It takes time to develop these 


conditions, so the patients in this 
group are more mature than the 
vigorous young people who "catch 
cold". The onset is not KO stormy, 
and the attack may drag out in- 
definitely, only to be succeeded by 
another of similar nature. Com- 
plications are not unlikely. As 
time goes on the recurring colds 
exert an effect on the whole con- 
stitution with shortness of breath, 
etc. 


In treating these conditions, gen- 


eral measures are more important 
than specific or local treatments. 
If possible, the ideal thing is to get 
away to a warm climate for the 
winter. The best investment a vic- 
tim of winter cough can make is a 
trailer. But climate change/or not, 
early to bed, banking the fire? and 
staying indoors In raw weather, 
oav dividends.

by forest ranger* in their annual 
census of wild animals. 


Deer, mountain sheep and bear 


held their own in 1936, rangers 
said, despite the fact that more 
deer were killed by hunters dur- 
ing the open aeason than for sev- 
eral years. 


Elk, which formerly were fair- 


ly numerous in the Wet Mountain 
range, have been decimated until 
they now are a rare sight. Lack 
of suitable winter range for these 


i animals waa considered one of the 
factors in the decrease. There has 
been a closed season on them for 
years. 
| 
A count of deer showed 2,300 


I and mountain sheep were estimat- 
ed at 110. Checks on deer killed 
during the past hunting season 
showed that 130 deer were bagged 
by 325 hunters whereas last year 
100 deer were killed. 


No bear were reported 
killed 


during the open season. Rangers 
estimated there were 110 bear in 
the forest, or about the same as 
last year. 


Mountain sheep were scattered 


in small groups along the Sangre 
de Cristo range from Mt. Blanca 
to Hayden Pass, 
rangers 
said. 


There Ls no open sea.son on this 
hardy mountain animal which has 
been barely able to hold its own 
for a number of years, due to se- 
vere climatic conditions 
In 
the 


high mountains. 


Estimates on 
furbearing' ani- 


mals in the forest \vere: 
beaver 


1,000, marten 350, badger 300, er- 
mine 1,400 akunk 9OO, muskrat 
750. 


Rangers estimated there were 


650 coyotes, 
600 wildcats, 30 


mountain lions and 1,100 porcu- 
pines on the San Isabel. During 
the past year 110 coyotes, 36 wild- 
cats, 14 mountain lions and 185 
porcupines were reported killed 
on or near the national forest.
